PENSION BOTH SIDES 


New Orleans. La., March 14.—The 


full draft 
of the peace 
agreement 


signed by the peace representative of 
the Honduran government and revolu- 
tionists a week ago reached New Or- 
leans today. 
Francis Cobeltran, the 


provisional president, it is agreed, shall 
have the support of all the political 
factions of the 
country 
which are 


allied with the government and the 
revolution. 
An important provision is 


the recommendation that the provi- 
sional government take steps to settle 
the public debt. This probably means 
that an American bond Issue will be 
negotiated. The congress now in ses- 
sion is bound to call an election for 
national ofllcers in October and It Is 
agreed that the provisional govern- 
ment as well as that organized ns the 
result of the election of October next 
will respect the promises of the ad- 
ministration and of the revolutionists 
in the present pact. 


Some of the Details. 


Article 1 of the agreement obligates 


the provisional government to 


(a) Introduce in the national con- 


gress a bill of amnesty covering mili- 
tary and political crimes and offenses 
related to politics. 


(b) To guarantee absolute liberty to 


all political parties and to Hondurans 
In frenera! In the approaching elec- 
tions for. supreme and local authori- 
ties, and to guarantee to an equal de- 
gree other public liberties; the use of 
the national mails, and telegraph lines, 
In conformity with the law shall not 
be limited to any political group which 
takes part in the elections for national 
officers. 


(cl To rccoKnize and pay the debts 


of the government and o£ the revolu- 
tion and the losses suffered ns a result 
of the civil wars from 1003 to dale. 


To Pension Both Sides. 


• (rl) To grant pensions to the dis- 
abled nnrl to discharge nnd pay tlie 
forces of the government and of the 
revolution. 


(el To organize the government and 


public administration with persons of 
well known integrity without taking 
into account their political affiliations 
and to this end treating and consid- 
ering the friends of the revolution and 
of the government on the basis of per- 
fect equality. 
, 


(f) The provisional 
president 
will 


distribute the cabinet portfolios equally 
among friends of the government and 
of the revolution. 


It was agreed that President Dnviln. 


and Gen. Manuel Bohllln, either joint- 
ly or singly, may present to the pro- 
visional president candidates for .the 
cabinet.

SUBSTITUTES FOR PARENTS. 


(Pittsburg Gazette-Times.) 


A small boy before a juvenile court in his second arrest 


for incorriKibillty declared that the only explanation' he 
could give of his conduct was that he "didn't get started 
right." This was in a nearby American city and emphasizes 
a curious trend of American life. 
The boy In question 


had parents with whom he lived, and they wore not wholly 
bad as parents go. The father earned,a decent living and 
the mother kept the home and several other children in 
some sort of order. It was not a ruse of vagrancy or of a 
child with vicious and depraved home influences. 
It was 


Just another example of tho relaxation of home control 
and direction among a multiplicity of substitute aids in 
developing the child character. The incident throws into 
sharp contrast the processes by which we are slowly revcra- 
ins the order of character building. The period is rich In 
provision for the care of children. Should a child by any 
reason fall or be thrown out of the home nest there are 
any number of soft spots for it to fall on. We have day 
and 
night 
nurseries, 
HinderRarten 
schools, 
children's 


homes, hospitals and playgrounds. Special courts arc pro- 
vided for juvenile offenders, and the church has had many 
new devices for children in Its Sunday school and charity 
departments. 


Nothing could be finer than the present public and philan- 


thropic Interest In the welfare of the child, from the time 
of its birth until It reaches the safe ground of self-support. 
The American public is standing up so straight on this 
question of looking after the child, both as an eleemosyn- 
ary and educational subject, that It is in danger of .falling 
backward. 
The singular paradox of this situation Is the 


seemingly growing necessity for these things. 
The more 


rapidly, we organize first aids to childhood the more rapidly 
the children fall Into the places we are providing' for them, 
and the more generally 'the training and care of tho home 
is being withdrawn, and these well-meant public institu- 
tions substituted. Viewed from the standpoint of the child 
who must get "started" somehow, and from the standpoint 
of public generosity and thoughtfulness on a subject of 
such vital importance to the welfare of society, the increase 
in the aids to child training and care are beautiful exam- 
ples of our modern humanitarianlsm. 
If the parent and 


the home are to cease the business of giving the child "the 
right sort of start," it is a lucky thing for everybody con- 
cerned that these things exist and are multiplying. 


But the question of gravest import Is, do the various 


methods of teaching and caring for children really and 
effectively substitute for the parent and the horrje? In fact, 
is not the need for and existence of the one largely ac- 
counted for by the absence of the other? English people 
of the better class were shocked years ago when they heard 
for the first time that American people of the better, and 
even the best classes, used the Sunday schools for the 
religious training of their children. Among these conserva- 
tive Britons it was regarded as a wilful and sacreligious 
evasion of a solemn duty to ask even a Sunday school to do 
a certain religious.:'and moral training that belonged exclu- 
sively to the parent in the home. That may be an ultra 
view of the subject; but it is certainly true that unless the 
American parent is induced to resume'.his natural and nor- 
mal place in the economy of home government, the increase 
of "artificial starters" for children will after a while be 
beyond the capacity of'the philanthropic public that la 
supposed to furnish them. 


The truth of the whole matter is that old-fashioned par- 


ental training is declining, and thousands • of parents are 
supinely leaving to the delegated authorities of schools and 
juvenile organizations the serious and solemn responsibility 
of "starting their children right." The child. nowadays is 
not only "the father of the man" In a poetic sense, but 
he is very frequently the overlord and master of the home, 
and receives his start In his own sweet way, unless the 
juvenile court steps in -to put him on the right track. 


HAY CUT MY 


OF CITY SEALER 


If This is Attempted the 


New State Law Will. 


Be Substituted. 


COUNCIL WILL MEET 


AVhile members of ihe city council 


committee who have the city sealer 
ordinance In hand say they do not 
know just what kind of a report will 
be submitted at the vity council meet- 
ins tonight, it is believed there is a 
movement on foul to,make a favorable 
report on its passage with an amend- 
ment fixing the salary at $900 a year 
instead of $1,500. 


If this Is done the attention of the 


friends of the measure will be turned 
to the new state law which provides 
that cities of the second class may ap- 
point u sealer at a salary of not less 
than $1,200 nor more than $1.500.

Is not believed that a man who is cap- 
able of performing the duties of the 
office Intellisently can be obtained for 
less than $1,500 a year]' 


This statute does not make it man- 


datory upon city councils to appoint a 
sealer but provides that one can be 
named If the city so desires ami the 
councllmen are willing. There Is great 
opposition to the measure from some 
source and this lias been directed to- 
ward the committee and has thus far 
prevented a vote.

Leonard & Rose 
In search of news and the conversa- 
tion had drifted into reminiscences 
about gome of the Interesting and not- 
able cases his father, the late Judge 
Zollars, had during his years of prac- 
tice. 


The reporter remembered well this 


"Story of a Cow and .a Law Suit," to 
which the young attorney referred 
and. with added incidents, he will re- 
tell the story and give the closing 
chapter. This is the story: 


M«t Iruunt Couth. 


The time was the beginning of this 


century, the year 1900. 
The place 


was the town of Wallen in this county, 
at a point along the tracks of the 
Grand Rapids & Indiana railroad near 
to the depot. The characters In the 
opening chanter of the story were the 
cow nnd calf of Jameg Button, who 
lived near Wallen. and the big locomo- 
tive of one of the trains of the rail- 
road company. 


One day In that yoar of now over 


a. decade ago the cow and calf of Mr. 
Sutton. which were running at large 
and In search of pastures green, wan- 
dered onto the tracks of the Grand

The case In its flnir 
decision was decided on purely lega 
questions, the right side of which, the 
court so held, was n-ith the railroad 
company. 


The Coiti Were Great. 


The case from Us beginning to Its 


end had run through six or seven 
years of time. It had been tried by 
jury four times. On numerous other 
occasions the attorneys had nppearcc 
in court and argued motions and dif- 
ferent phases of law. Beginning with 
two attorneys engaged In Its trial, tin 
number had increased to four or flva 
The costs had piled up Into gevera 
hundred dollars. 
The attorney 
fee 


were enough to eat up the Yftlue of th 
cojv twenty times over. 


And — Well! The history of thl^ cov 


case doesn't differ from others thn 
might be told. The moral Is, that I 
doesn't always pay to have a cov 
killed by n railroad. This Sutton cow 
may have been a very valuable cow 
when she was alive, but as a dead co\ 
she was an awfully expensive one.

The European starlings, a 'few -o£ 


which were not long a^o imported Jnto 
the Connecticut valley, are reported as 
rapidly increasing 
in ' that section. 


THeir value as an addition to our bird 
life is regarded as questionable. They 
do not migrate, but make their homos 
in towers and church steeples. They 
resemble the blackbird, but ar,e dif- 
ferentiated by a long, yellow bill and 
a short tail. In bird biographies they 
bear a character'of somewhat mixed 
qualities. 
They are credited on the 


one hand with being destroyers of nox- 
ious insects, and charged on the other 
with killing the young ot other and 
more desirable birds. 
But. like the 


English sparrow, having found a lodg- 
ment they seem inclined to make the 
most of it. The government, has for- 
bidden their further Importation, but 
that seems not to be necessary to in- 
sure their increase. They are Intelli- 
gent as well as hardy and prolific, and 
it is said that in captivity they can 
be taught to talk, so perhaps Laurence 
Sterne's starling that kept crying. "I 
can't get out." wag not altogether a 
creation of his fancv. At any rate it 
has been the central feature of the 
Sterne coat-of-arms for the last 150 
years.—Boston Transcript.
